Fortieth Anniversary 


In 1901, a substantial brick 
building was erected on Jasper 
Ave., diagonally opposite the 
Hudson’s Bay stores. This was 
superseded in 1912, by the pre¬ 
sent edifice, which was dedicat¬ 
ed on June 2nd, of that year,— 
three days before the General 
Assembly met in it under the 
moderatoiship of Dr. McQueen. 

Mrs McQueen came to Ed¬ 
monton in the autumn of 1890, 
when the life of the congrega¬ 
tion began to centre around the 
“Old Manse”, shown on the 
opposite page.
